wealth, but because of the love we 
lH>ar fellow-lieings." She conclud- 
ed with a brief biography of the 
fii-st deaf-mute recorded in his 
tory, that of (iyges, son of Croesus 
(.see Kbers' "The Egyptian Prin- 
cess") and of Dr. .lohn Kitio, the 
deaf genius, who will be remember- 
ed as the author of the Daily Bible 
Illustrations and other valuable 
works. 

Supt. Swiler was intr-oduced (I 
forgot to say) by Miss Boyd, in a 
few well chosen words. Messrs 
Malloy and .lankew.sezh had charge 
of the tickets jit the door, and won 
the praise of their friends for the 
admiraole way in which they dis- 
charsred their duties. The cour- 
teous ushers were Samuel Sutter, 
.lohn W. Kurry and Peter H. 
Springel. The entertainment was 
a great success, and the society is 
therefore to be congiatulated upon 
their first public opening.

The fourteenth of December, 
1890, will l»e a memorable date in 
the anual.s of the Western Penn- 
sylvania In.stitulion for the Deaf 
and Dumb. On that date, »H;tween 
three and six P M., the entire main 
building was reduced to a injiHs of 
ruins by fire. The great building, 
the |)ride of the surrounding towns 
and country, crumbled to ashes and 
smouldering ruins almost like a 
flash. Tim only redeeming feature 
of (he catastrophe was thai the 
jtupils were retnr)ved to [tbiccjs of 
safety, although, in most cases, with 
thelossofall their belongings ex- 
cept what they had on their bodies* 
The same can be snid of all the 
officers, . teachers and domestics, 
from the principal down. One of 
the boys, John McDonough, while 
handling a hove at the elevator 
shaft, had his index finger badly 
cut and broken by falling debris. 
This was the only casualty among 
the pupils. 

A yood deal of the furnitun 
from the first floor and some of the 
books of the library were carried 
out and jjiled up in the front yard. 
The rain, which had been coming 
down steadily all afternoon, com- 
pleted the ruin. The rain, how- 
ever, did about as much to stay the 
progress of the flames as the nu- 
meroiLS lines of hose that were 
tirought to play on the burning 
ina.SM, and this, it must be confess- 
^<], was very little. The water 
supply and pressure were wholly 
inadequate to reach the flames dur- 
ing the first stages of the fire. 

The fire starte<l in the attic of 
the boys' wing at top of elev;itor 
shaft, but jnst how has not been 
satisfactorily as<;ertained. The 
roof went firnt, dropping on the 
floor, and this as it was consumed, 
to the next below, and so on to the 
oa*»emenl.

It iiely fortunate that the 

fire o whe/j it rlid. Had it 

taken place at nitrht when all were 
asleep, it is frightful to contemplate 
•vhat might have been the result. 
Only half of the classes were in ses- 
sion at the time. The rest of the 
[dipils wcro in the shops or engage<l 
in various duties on the first floors. 
So rapidly did the flames spread 
that it was impwsible to reach the 
ilomitories to save anything. 

The destruction of the entire 
main buildinir — approximately 300 
!iy 2<X> feet — and most- of its con- 
lents was total, and will have to be 
lebuilt from the foundation. 

At this writing the greater num- 
ber of the 198 pnpils have been 
sent home. -Many of those who live 
at a distance will remain and be 
cared for in the hospital buildinir 
Mtt'l '/iris' indutrial building. The

Mr. and Mrs. Hurt and their son, 
William, lost everything, as did 
other officers, who boarded in the 
building. 

Four firemen were hurt during 
the progress of the fire, two of them 
very seriously, and it was repented 
one had since died of his injuries. 

The actual cost of the buildings 
destroyed was !!il(;o,0()0. The in- 
surance is about ijs7r).000. It is es- 
timated that $100,000 will be need- 
ed (o restore the building. 

It has not yet been ascertained 
just where or how the fire started. 
It is very likely it will never be. 
Some entertained the opinion that 
it started at or near basement and 
ran up the trunk lift. This theory, 
however, has nothing tf> stand on. 
Thf! trunk lift was a sort of elevator 
run on the dumb-wait(!r plan, and 
extended from basement to attic. 
It was always kept cl sed, under 
lock, and never use<l When the 
blaz<j was discoven (1 intheallic. 
Supervisor Leitner unlocked the 
elevator door at the liottom and 
found ,110 fire there, but could see 
plenty of it above. While he and 
others were trying to gel a hose to 
play on the flames above, the wheel 
at the top of shaft dropped to the 
bottom. This is conclusive that 
the fire must have Vjcen iiurning 
some time at the top to have luirn- 
ed away the supports of the pulley 
KO HOOD. The fact that flames were 
seen in diflferent parts of the roof 
almost simultaneously makes locat- 
ing the origin mere e-njecture.

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A coiilereiiee of the siio-coni- 
mittee of the American Section of 
the Commilt^te on Program of the 
International Congress of the Deaf, 
to be held at Paris in 1900, was 
held at the residence of Rev. Dr 
Gallaudet, in New York City, at 
eight o'clock, Wednewlay evening, 
December 13th. 

There were present Hnv. Messrs 
Mann and Koehler, and .Messrs. 
IIodg,son and Fox. .Mr. .Mann pre- 
sided. Ill the absence of Mr. V'editz, 
.Mr. Fox was selected as Secretary 
pro tem. 

The Chair announced (hat notice 
of the meeting had been sent to all 
the Americans who were mentioned 
in the ciicnlar of the French So- 
cieties. Answei-s had been received 
aiKl were read from Messrs. Hanson, 
Vediiz, Draper, Robinson, an.i 
Dold. In these communications 
were contained several excellent 
suggestions. The conference, how- 
ever, felt iestricte<l by certain (con- 
siderations in acting iiiion them. 
Heyond a tacit apjirovai of the out- 
line formulated at St. Paul, the cen 
ference had no dir ct authority to 
act for the Amcnciii Section; (he 
other members were not Itoiind by 
its action, nor could it feel at lilrerty 
to formulate any definite jilaii with- 
out the sanction of the full Com- 
mittee, or a majority thereof.

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(ier-trude Cochran Walter was 
horn in Schenectady, N. V., on the 
first of April, 1841. She was the 
daughter of the late Rev. William 
II. Walt;(?r and Flh-n Cochran, an<l 
great grand-<lauglit^ir of Dr. .lohii 
Cochran, Surgeon-(4eneral of tlii" 
American Army, during the Re- 
volution, and great niece of- th( 
eminent philanthro()ist, Octrril 
Smith, who was one of the first to 
plead the cause of the Slave. 

About forty-seven years ago, when 
the writer of this entered the Insti- 
tution for the Deaf in ."jOth Street, 
the first per.son lo attract her notice 
was a r-hild, aj)()arer)tly about ten 
years old, who seemed the very im- 
personation of grace and beauty. 
Large, expressive eyes, and a 
slender little figure, and /tbove all, 
the spirit and iiit(dligence shining 
in her face, gave her a charm and 
attraction which (fven an ignorant 
(!Oiintry girl fell through all her 
being ; and from that day on, for 
nearly fifty years, this beautiful 
child who never grew old, (lame 
near her ideal of childhood's grace 
and goodness. Young and old 
alike felt the charm of her beauti- 
ful personalit}', almost at a glance. 
She was instriKrted at liei hom(?, 
by the liev. Dr. Thomas (lallaudc;!, 
until she entered the New York 
Institution for the Deaf. 'I'lienr 
she was one of the brightest and Imsl 
iieloved pupils of the late FMward 
Peel, second son of the hite Dr. 
Harvey P. Peet, and hcf eontiniied 
her teacher until she entered the 
High Class. Here she was, fr-om 
first to last, under the instruction 
of the lamented Isaac Lewis Peel ; 
and never were teacher an<l pupil 
more purely and fondly attached 
than they — an attachnienl that 
survived until he was called from 
his work on earth. Dr. Peet was 
often assisted in his wftrk by Dr. 
Warring Wilkinson, now Princi()al 
of the California Institution, who 
[lossessed a peculiar and subtle 
tahiut for de,velo()inK the under- 
standing of his (iiipils, ami Miss 
Walter has often said she rtwed him 
much of the success she met with in 
her life. 

Probably, few girls, deaf from 
infancy, have had the benefit and 
blessing of a more beautiful en- 
vironment. Her mrtther, who wfls 
one of the most n<'Hrly p«!rfect wo- 
men the wr^ld has ever produced, 
s()ared no pains to make tin' most 
of her daughter's life, until the 
missing wmse seemed almost re- 
stored. 

She was educated in that splendid 
old-fashioned (and now I feiir fast 
be<'oming obsolete) iimthod in which 
the language of sign plays so im- 
portant a part ; an<l her name be- 
came a synonym frtr graceful sign 
expression. 

There are some now living, who 
remember the visit of the Prinric of 
Wales to the IriMtitution, whi^n Miss 
Walt.er recile<l some sim[de vf-rses 
written by a friend, to celebrate 
the comjiletion of the Atlantic 
Cable, and as a weh'ome to His 
Royal Highness, and ihey also 
remember h(;w his gaz<' never left 
her until she had finished and was 
[)resente<l to hirn. 

She visited ('Mlifoinia, enjoying 
the impressive sights of that Won- 
derland, and came home to her 
idolized mother, full of enthusiasm 
for all she had seen. 

She siM'iit nearly /i year in Kuro- 
peaii travel in the company of Dr. 
Thomas Oallauflet and his wife, 
who wer-e among her earliest aiifl 
most steadfast friends. 

Miss Walt«!r was a member of SI. 
Ann's (>hurch, almost from its 
foiiriflalion, and there was no bene- 
volent project connected with ii 
that did not receive her sympathy 
and assistance. 

She was always an eager stu<lenl 
of current events, and during (he 
('ivil War, I have known her to be 
up in tlio iiutrning, long bmore the 
usual hour, waiting for the daily 
paper to come with aceoiinls of the 
last great battle ; and her cheer of 
glad thanksgiving, if the Union 
forces had won, though only audible 
to the soul, was none the less real. 
We cannot follow iK-r into the 
ITnsften World, and we think not 
of what she iiiisseil with her lost 
si'Use, but of what she possesso<l in 
spile of the great loss.

The young Czar of Russia, and 
his Peace Rescriiit (iroves, is a ruler 
of remarkable (>nligh(eiiinent' and 
initiative. We are (ileascMl tolearn, 
iiiorever, (hat, not conten( wi(li be- 
ing himself in some resjiects a little 
ahead of his age, he is determined 
that his country, at least, shall not 
remain behind. The deaf and ilumb 
of Russia are, at last, to be taken 
under (he iirotection of (he S(a(e, 
a till (iroverament schools to be 
founded for them throughout the 
I*)iiipire. 

Dr. Tchlenow estimates that in 
all Russia th(«ro as as nuuiy as 200,- 
000 deaf-mutes. Of this number, 
4fl,000 are reckoned to be ('hildren 
of s(!hool age. Tli(>re at present 
but 19 .schools for the Deaf in 
Russia, with an aggregate of 1,014 
pu()ils, being scar<'ely 2 (ler cent of 
th(c deaf-mutes of school age. The 
need that the Czar is now going to 
su()iily is therefqre very obvious. 
The oldest and larg(!st school is 
that of St. Petersburg, found(>d in 
I80f) by FmpresM Dowager Marie, 
widow of Paul I., who went to great 
jiains to select (;om()oteiit instruc- 
tors, and who as long as she lived, 
took the most intimate interest in 
the welfare of the inmates. In order 
to have the school more under her 
own eye, she first established it, at 
Pavlyovsk, her summer resideice, 
but afterwards removed it to the 
cai>ital, as a more suitabh' location. 
Thecomliiimd method of insi ruction 
was used until 1K48, when it was 
superseded by the Pure Oral nie- 
fliod. The (lupils at (iresent num- 
ber 2;]r>. 

The next oldest school is at War- 
saw, founded in 1817. It contains 
|;K) deaf (luiiils, besides a nuinbei 
of blind. This is said to have? the 
liiiesl buildings and grounds of any 
institution, the latter being laid out 
like a (lark. Its methods of in- 
sruction are eclectic, and it makes 
manual training a feature. Sun- 
day classes are maintained for old 
[Hi{)ils, besides other featurt^s of an 
adult mission. The Arnold lu- 
st it iit(c, al Moscow, is the second 
largest school, with 249 pupils. 

It was founded in 1880 by Dr. 
Arnold. Its teaching, which in- 
(dudes instruction in sev(>ral trades, 
enjoys the highest re[iute. Cou- 
iiecled wilh this school is a 
" Home" for such of i(s graduates 
as become di.sabled from earning 
their own livelihood. Whether (ho 
benevolent founder is a member of 
the family etiucalionally . fatuous 
in l^'ngland, wet are not informed. 
Tlie 19 Russian s<'liools for the 
deaf are very unevenly distributed ; 
Finnish Russia with a po[)ulation 
of<in'ytwo millions, having four 
schools and 141 i)U()ils, whilst the 
rest of Russia has only fifteen 
schools anil 873 pujiils. It is sur- 
(irising to find that large and pros- 
neiou.s city of (Jdessii, which has 
had a school since 1848, can boa^t 
of only 9 pupils. The Schools at 
Viazniky, Toula, and Saratwo, are 
[)((risliiiig for want, of funds. 

Allth(( Russian s(diools, so far, 
ow<! their nu()()oiI to (irivate gen- 
erosity, which is highly cr(Mlitable 
to the liiissian charactiu', one of the 
strongest ti-aits of which, strange as 
some iMilitiidans may think it,, is love 
of their neighbor. — liriliuli Deaf 
MnnJhl.y.

He forgo( to remove 
his thumb from (he Nmis, and the 
result was he spoiled a whole roll of 
film, and the negatives proved ex- 
(•ellenl pictures of his own thumb. 

He made arrangements to photo- 
graph the Proteus one afternoon, 
an<l the negatives plainly showed 
Ihe water of (he Hudson River and 
a fleeting glimi)st^ of the piilisades, 
but iiaiy a sign of the Proteus or 
her crew.

He (hen {)aid a (ri- 
bute to Gallaudet, whom he coti- 
sidere<l a most remarkable man in 
i>very way, a man whoso piety was 
eminently Christlike, who was gift- 
ed with unusual powers of mind, as 
shown by his rapid early develop- 
ment iiiid the tasks »)ver which he 
was able to triumph in later yeai's, 
jind whose t)enevol(M)<'e of hoar( 
was so free from si^Ulshness as to 
challenge the admiration, respect, 



and love of strangers, as well as his 
own townsmen. How true are th(>se 
words of Gallaudet, continued Mr. 
Reider: "Benevolence directed to 
its proper object will not be lost. 
The seed may be long hid in the 
("larth, but a future harvest will 
crown honest labor with success." 
His .symai)thy for his little afllict- 
ed neiglior was sincere and of a 
helpful kind, but there must have 
been a deeper inspiration, whicdi 
led him to undertake so diflicult a 
work as educating the deaf. 
Mr. Reider concluded his remarks 
with the request to drink to the 
m(>mory of the (leaf's greatest bene- 
factor, and he was going to set the 
example hitnself, but on turning 
around for his glass it was found 
mi*ising. Suspecting a joke and 
not to be wholly outdone, he seized 
one of the hirge flower pots and 
li(>ld it up to his lips. Of course, 
his pt(>ilicament caused consider- 
able amusement among those who 
saw it. Some have been generous 
enough since to refer to the inci- 
dent as " Flowev-pot Jim, or who 
swiped the Glass? " 

The toast, " Edward Miner Gal- 
laudet " was responded to by Mr J. 
A. McUvaine in an admirable 
way. 

" Henry Winter Syle '" was eu- 
logized by Mr. R. M. Ziegler. 

Rev. A. W. Mann, respresenting 
the " Clergy, " said, among other 
things, that their work was made 
possible only by the education of 
Ihe deaf. Education has made the 
deaf what thev ai-e and whattliev 
do. 

" Old Broad and Pine," the form 
er location of the Pennsylvania 
Institution for the Deaf, and where 
nearly all Ihe banqueter.^ ended 
their school days, afforded an ex- 
cellent opportunity for a humorous 
response, and Mr. Win H. Lipsett 
proved Ihe right man for it.

characteristic of each. He did not 
fail to recall to mind old Watch- 
man Brown, whom the pupils de- 
lighted to make ji target foi shoes 
and other "gentle missies." In 
concliKting, Mr. Lipsett said that, 
in recalling the good times at Old 
/^()(7r(/and Pine, he felt like siying 
as Paine did : " There is no place 
like home." 

" The Mount Airy School" was 
highly prai-sed by Mr. William F. 
Diirian, who has three childien 
there and was thus thought to be in 
a position (o judge of (he merits of 
the school. 

Rev. J. M. Koehler was plain 
Mr. Koehler when he replied to the 
toast "The Paris Congress." He 
was exceedingly humorous at times 
and his reply, like those of the rest, 
was well ajipreciated.

Most of the 
persons who have been rnention«d 
are mentally well qualified for the 
position, but something more then 
mere intellectuality is i-equired. 
Without that something, all other 
qualifications are as nothing. It 
was " P2piscopalian" who first 
tirought this subject prominently 
t)efore niiitc-dorn hereabouts, al- 
though it had doubtless before been 
privately diwMissed t>y others. 

In an article published in the 
JOCRNAL alK>ut one year ago, he 
complained of the indifferent char- 
acter of the Sunday services con-
